grades at the mid-year (though some of them do), in order that 
students in arrears in accounts will not learn their grades until 
their bills are paid. But since academic credit is not allowed 
until all debts owed the University are paid, this seems useless. 
The students who have paid their tuition have literally bought a 
semester of education, and because of this fact, if for no other 
reason, they should be allowed to know just what they have 
purchased. 

If grades cannot be mailed out officially with any degree of 
promptness, and if professors are forbidden to mail out unofficial 
grades as is done at the University of Pennsylvania and the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, at least they should be allowed to tell the 
student his grade. 

What object is there in making the grades secret? After all.
